While short-term treatment with sucralfate can 
result in complete healing of the ulcer, a suc- 
cessful course of treatment with sucralfate 
should not be expected to alter the post-healing 
frequency or severity of duodenal ulceration. 


Drug Interactions: Animal studies have: 


shown that the simultaneous administration of 
CARAFATE with tetracycline, phenytoin, or 
cimetidine will result in a statistically signifi- 
cant reduction in the bioavailability of these 
agents. This interaction appears to be nonsys- 
temic in origin, from these 
agents being bound by CARAFATE in the gastro- 
intestinal tract. The bioavailability of these 
agents may be restored simply by separating 
the administration of these agents from that of 
CARAFATE by two hours.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impair- 
ment of Fertility: No evidence of drug-related 
tumorigenicity was found in chronic oral toxic- 
ity Studies of 24 months’ duration conducted in 
mice and rats at doses up to 1 gm/kg (12 times 
the human dose). A reproduction study in rats 
at doses up to 38 times the human dose did not 
~ reveal any indication of fertility impairment. 
Mutagenicity studies have#ot been conducted. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category B. Terato- 
genicity studies have been performed in mice, 
rats, and rabbits at doses up to 50 times the 
human dose and have revealed no evidence of 
harm. to the fetus due to sucralfate. There are, 
however, no adequate and well-controlled stud- 
ies in pregnant women. Because animal repro- 
duction studies are not always predictive of 


human response, this drug should be used dur- 


ing pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether 
this drug is excreted in human milk. Because 
many drugs are excreted in human milk, cau- 
tion should be exercised when sucralfate is 
administered to a nursing woman. : 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness in 
children have not been established. 


ADVERSE REACTIONS 
Adverse reactions to sucralfate in clinical trials 
were minor and only rarely led to discontinua- 


tion of the drug. In studies involving over2, 500.

patients, adverse effects were — 
(4.7%). Constipation was the most hommanns com- 
plaint (2.2%). Other adverse effects, reported in 


no more than one of every 350 patients, were © 


diarrhea, nausea, gastric discomfort, indiges- 
tion, dry mouth, rash, pruritus, back pain, 
dizziness, sleepiness, and vertigo. 


DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The recommended adult oral dosage for duode- 
nal ulcer is 1 gm four times a day on an empty 
stomach. 

Antacids may be prescribed as needed. for 
relief of pain but should not be taken within 
one-half hour before or after sucralfate. 

While healing with sucralfate may occur 
during the first week or two, treatment should 
be continued for 4 to 8 weeks unless healing 
has been demonstrated by x-ray or ca 
examination.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: ERYC is indicated in children and adults for the treatment of the following 
conditions: Upper respiratory tract infections of mild-to moderate degree caused by Streptococcus pyogenes (group 
A beta hemolytic streptococci); Streptococcus pneumoniae (Diplococcus pneumoniae); Haemophilus influenzae 
(when used concomitantly with adequate doses of sulfonamides, since not all strains of H influenzae are susceptible 
al the erythromycin concentrations ordinarily achieved). (See appropriate sulfonamide labeling for prescribing 
information.) 

Lower respiratory tract infections of mild to moderate severity caused by Streptococcus pyogenes (group A beta 
hemolytic streptococci); Streptococcus pneumoniae (Diplococcus pneumoniae). 

Respiratory tract infections due to Mycoplasma pneumoniae (Eaton's agent). | 

Pertussis (whooping cough) caused by Bordetella pertussis. Erythromycin is effective i in eliminating the organism 
from the nasopharynx of infected individuals, rendering them noninfectious. Some:clinical studies suggest that eryth- 

‘ romycin may be helpful in the prophylaxis of pertussis in exposed susceptible individuals. 

Diphtheria— As an adjunct to antitoxin in infections due to Corynebacterium diphtheriae, to prevent establishment 
of carriers and to eradicate the organism in carriers. 

Erythrasma— In the treatment of infections due to Corynebacterium minutissifnum. 

Intestinal amebiasis caused by Enfamoeba histolytica (oral erythromycins om Extraenteric amebiasis requires 
treatment with other agents. 

Infections due to Listeria monocyt 

Skin and soft tissue infections of mi dt to ynadiihate severity caused by Streptococcus pyogenes and Staphylococ- 
cus aureus (resistant staphylococci may emerge during treatment). 

Primary syphilis caused by Treponema pallidum. Erythromycin (oral forms only),is an alternate choice of treatment 
for primary syphilis in patients allergic to the penicillins. In treatment of primary syphilis, spinal fluid should be exam- 
ined before treatment and as part of the follow-up after therapy. The use of erythromycin for the treatment of in ulero 
syphilis is not recommended (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information). 

Erythromycins are indicated for treatment of the following infections caused by Chlamydia trachomatis: conjuncti- 
vitis of the newborn, pneumonia of infancy, urogenital infections during pregnancy. When tetracyclines are contraindi- 
cated or not tolerated, erythromycin is indicated for the treatment of uncomplicated : urethral, endocervical, or rectal 
infections in adults due to Chlamydia trachomatis. 

Legionnaires’ disease caused by Legionella pneumophila. Although no controlled clinical efficacy studies have 
ves conducted, in vilro and limited preliminary clinical data suggest that erythromycin may be effective in treating 

ionnaires’ disease 
erapy with erythromycin should be monitored by bacteriological studies and by clinical response (See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY — Microbiology in full prescribing information). 

Injectable benzathine penicillin G is considered by the American Heart Association to be the drug of choice in the 
treatment and prevention of streptococcal pharyngitis and in long-term prophylaxis of rheumatic fever. When oral med- 

ication is preferred for treatment of the above conditions, penicillin G, V, or erythromycin are alternate drugs of choice. 

Although no controlled clinical efficacy trials have been conducted, erythromycin has been suggested by the Ameri- 
can Heart Association and the American Dental Association for use in a regimen for prophylaxis against bacterial 
endocarditis in patients allergic to penicillin who have congenital and/or rheumatic or other acquired valvular heart 
disease when they undergo dental procedures and surgical procedures of the uppet respiratory tract. (Erythromycin is 
not suitable prior to genitourinary surgery where the organisms likely to lead to bacteremia are gram-negative bacilli 
or the enterococcal group of streptococci.) 

-. WOTE: When selecting antibiotics for the prevention of bacterial endocarditis the physician or dentist should read 
the full oS ld Bann ge of the American Heart Association and the American Dental Association. 
: TION: ERYC is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to this antibiotic. 
WARNING: There have been a few reports of hepatic dysfunction, with or without jaundice, occurring in patients 
ethylsuccinate, base, and stearate products. 
ONS: Caution should be exercised when erythromycin is administered to patients with impaired hepatic 
function (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information and WARNING ). 

Erythromycin use in patients who are receiving high doses of theophylline may be associated with an increase in 
serum theophylline levels and potential theophylline toxicity. In case of theophylline toxicity and/or elevated serum 
—e levels, the dose of theophylline should be reduced while the patient is receiving concomitant erythromy- 
cin therapy. 

Erythromycin interferes with the fluorometric determination of urinary catecholamines. 

Prolonged or repeated use of erythromycin may result in an overgrowth of nonsusceptible bacteria or fungi. If 
Superinfection occurs, erythromycin should be discontinued and appropriate therapy instituted. 

. ys indicated, incision and drainage or other surgical procedures should be perfermed in conjunction with anti- 
iotic therapy. 

Pregnancy {ategory B— Reproduction studies have been performed in rats, mice and rabbits using erythromy- 
cin and its various salts and esters, at doses which were several times multiples of the usual human dose. No evi- 
dence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus that-appeared related to erythromycin was reported in these studies. 
There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies 
are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Labor and Delivery— The effect of ERYC on labor and delivery is unknown 

Mothers — Erythromycin is excreted in milk (see"CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing 
information 

Pediatric Use — See INDICATIONS AND USAGE and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequent side effects of oral erythromycin preparations are gastrointestinal and 
are dose-related. They include nausea, vomiting, abdominal pain, diarrhea and anorexia. Symptoms of hepatic dys- 
function and/or abnormal fiver function test results may occur (see WARNING). 

Mild allergic reaetions such as rashes with or without pruritus, urticaria, bullous fixed eruptions, and eczema have 
been reported with erythromycin. Serious allergic reactions, including anaphylaxis have been reported. 


There have been pe reports of reversible hearing loss occurring chiefly in patients with renal insufficiency and 


high doses of erythromycin 

AND ADMINISTRATION: Administration of a dose of ERYC in the presence of food lowers the blood lev- 
els of systemically available erythromycin. Although the blood levels obtained upon administration of enteric-coated 
erythromycin products in the presence of food are still above minimum inhibitory concentrations (MICs) of most 
organisms for which erythromycin is indicated, optimum blood levels are obtained on a fasting stomach (administra- 
tion at least Ye hour and preferably two hours before or after a meal). 

Adults: The usual dose is 250 mg every 6 hours taken one hour before meals. If twice-a-day dosage is Cesired, the, 
recommended dose is 500 mg every 12 hours. Dosage may be increased up to 4 grams per day, according to the 
ar of infection. Twice-a-day dosing is not recommended when doses larger than 1 gram daily are administered. 

Children: Age, weight, ahd severity of the infection are important factors in Ns the proper dosage. The 
se dosage is 30 to 50 mg/kg/day in divided doses. For the treatment of more severe infections, this dose may be 


bled. 

‘Streptococcal infections: A therapeutic dosage of oral erythromycin should be administered for at least 10 days. 
For continuous prophylaxis against recurrences of streptococcal infections in persons with a history of rheumatic heart 
disease, the dose is 250 mg twice a day. 

For the prevention of bacterial endocarditis in penicillin- -allergic patients with valyular heart disease who are to 
undergo dental procedures of surgical procedures of the upper respiratory tract, the adult dose is 1.0 grams orally (20 
mg/kg for children) one and'one-half to 2 hours prior to the procedure and then 500 mg (10 mg/kg for se orally 
every 6 hours for 8 doses. (See INDICATIONS AND USAGE).
